He whipped out a sheet of paper 
and read to the news conference 
a long list of unpassed legislation 
which he said is vital to the United 
States 
These included highway construc­

argued

i (‘districting. 
All Attempts Fail 
He lost but th at didn’t stop him. 
In 
the next 
six years, 
Keogh 
popped into court at the drop of 
a hat to renew his cam paign. 
He sought a writ from

prem e Court to force a redistrict­ 
ing. 
He injected the issue into his 
defense against a foreclosure. 
He 
tried to prevent the seating of Illi­ 
nois congressm en. 
All these attem p ts failed. 
The clim ax c am e Jan . 13, 1936,, 
when a judge denied a motion by 
Keogh

Keogh pulled out a gun and point­ 
ed it at the judge.
